Pioneer Indian Fighters. 


Xavier W antz of Hondo 
and 
Ed 
Tfechirhart of Castroville are represent­ 
atives of a class now rapidly disappear 
ing from the active scenes of lif e - 
pioneer Indian fighters; men who bore 
the heat and burden of the day and 
w rested this fair land from the savage. 
Volumes could be w ritten and the 
half still lie untold of the daring hero­ 
ism of these veterans of a bloody past 
when to live was to fight one’s way 
through obstacles th a t a later genera 
tion can 
scarcely 
comprehend. 
But 
only a brief m ention a t this time m ust 
suffice. 
Xavier W antz came to America from 
the Fatherland a babe in his m other’s 
arm s in 1845. 
The family settled in 
Castroville and later moved to \ anden- 
berg, on the Verde Creek, where th* 
lad grew to manhood and where he had 
many exciting adventures with the In­ 
dians who infested this region. 
One 
instance is of especial note. 
In Jh67 
Mr. W antz arid Joe and Charlie Decker 
w ent out on the Hondo prairie six 
miles from home to cut grass 
While 
camped there Indians c a m e upon them. 
There were six of them and they were 
trying to get away with a hunch of 
horses. 
Although outnum bered two to 
one the white men left their camp and 
followed the Indians. 
When overtaken 
they showed light, charging in Indian 
fashion and firing a shower of bullets. 
Seeing the white men would not yield, 
they mounted their horses and again 
attem pted to m ake off. 
Aixiut this 
tim e Charlie Decker, who was arm ed 
with a seven-shot carbine, wounded 
one of the Indians in the leg. 
Two of 
the redskins left their horses a t this 
and took to the brush on toot while the 
o there rode on a fte r the loose horses.

Wont*, 
Mr. T sehirhort had an experience with 
the Indians that was quite as thrilling 
as any passed through by the elder 
mon. 
In lf-75, 
while scarcely more 
than u boy, T schirhon was hauling 
frt ight for the Govevnment with his 
om thers, Joe, Louis ami Nic, and Louis 
Ahr. 
While camped one night on the 
San Saba, not far from Fort M cKavett, 
the Indians storm ed their camp in an 
• Holt to steal their horses. 
It was 
custom ary for two of the party to 
guard the horses and mules a t night 
while the rest of the camp slept. 
The 
guard was changed shortly a fte r mid­ 
night. 
Joe T sehirhart and Louis Ahr 
were on guard during the forepart of 
the night and noticed in the darkness 
w hat appeared to be loose horses graz­ 
ing near the camp, but had not thought 
to raise any alarm . 
Ed and one of the 
others had ju st gotten up and taken up 
their guns to go on guard when gun­ 
shots, Indian yells and coyote yelps, 
the clatter of horses’ hoofs and the cry 
of “ Indians! Indians!’’ by Louis Ahr, 
on whose side of th* camp the charge 
was m ade, broke the stillness of the 
night as the entire commotion beaded 
J toward camp. 
At the first shot by tile 
indians they had killed E d’s favorite 
horse, thinking it was the bell animal, 
and with the bel! stilled they hoped to 
stam pede the anim als and run them off. 
They missed the bell m are, however, 
and she came to camp with the l>ell 
clattering and Ahr and the Indians 
mixed up in the melee. 
One Indian 
rode directly toward Ed w ithout seeing 
J him, his attention being fixed on Ahr 
and the horses. 
The Indian was lying 
down on the sid*- of his horse, firing 
over ho back and yelling bk** a coyote. 
But, alas for him, he wart on the same 
aid* of the bort* th at EU was on, and 
he could distinguish the bulk of the 
Indian by the flashes of the latter s 
pistol. 
Taking aim as best he could in 
the darkness, Fd fired his W inchester. 
At the crack of the gun the Indian let 
forth a yell that wa - answ ered in kind 
by his companions and all withdraw 
into the darkness and the cam p was 
quiet. 
Early the next morning the 
boys followed the trail of the Indians, 
and a short distance from the camp 
came upon the dead body of E d’s quarry, 
j The Indian had evidently been the 
chief of the band. 
He was arm ed with 
5 a modem pistol and a bow and arrow s 
and carried an immense rawhide shield. 
He wore his long black hair in two 
I plaits and had rings in his ears and on 
his fingers. 
In his belt was the scalp 
of a white woman and a child whom 
j the heartless savage had m urdered. 
The present generation owes a debt 
of gratitude it can never repay to 
j these hardy pioneers, whose battles, 
I sim ilar to these, 
were innum erable 
; while blazing toe pathway of civiliza- 
f tion and making this land the abode of 
peace arni prosperity as we know it at 
the present tim e.—S. A. Express.
